LITTLE HOPE FOR SOUTH TYROL 
FROM KLAGENFURT PARLEY 

No optimistic prognosis could be given to the forthcom- 
ing negotiations between Italy and Austria in Klagenfurt, 
State Secretary Steiner declared in a recent speech in Vienna. 
He said that great differences existed between the positions 
of the two governments, adding that the latest Italian meas- 
ures in the South Tyrol had shown how justified the demand 
for autonomy really was. 

Steiner stated that if no meeting of minds could be 
achieved with Italy on the South Tyrol question in the sched- 
uled negotiations, Austria would have to revert to the “‘other 
peaceful means’’ indicated by the resolution of the United 
Nations General Assembly in order to effect the justified de- 
sire of the South Tyroleans to obtain legally guaranteed auto- 
nomy for the Province of Bozen. 

The state secretary who spoke before a meeting of the 
Austrian People’s Party declared that administrative self-ad- 
ministration for the South Tyrol would be completely insuffi- 
cient. 

Steiner described the most recent collective measures 
taken by Italy against the South Tyroleans as “‘particularly 
revolting.”’ He said that it was impossible in modern times 
to punish the entire population for alleged crimes which the 
police was unable to solve. 

The state secretary stated his conviction that Mrs. Vik- 
toria Stadlmeyer, a high Tyrolean official who had been ar- 
rested by the Italians, was completely innocent and that her 
arrest would show up as a purely arbitrary action. Mrs. Stadl- 
meyer’s activities, he said, had merely been directed toward 
creating better living conditions for the South Tyroleans but 
had nothing to do with adventurous actions. 


ITALIAN ARREST HIGH TYROLEAN OFFICIAL 

Organs of the Italian police arrested a high Tyrolean of- 
ficial, Dr. Viktoria Stadlmeyer, last April 29. They pulled her 
out of a train a few yards beyond the Austrian border on the 
Brenner and transported her to a jail in Bozen. 

The action of the Italian authorities has caused extra- 
ordinary excitement in Austria and led to the sharpest pos- 
sible protest. 

Only as late as May 5 was the Austrian consul general 
in Milan, Dr. Friedrich Muellauer, permitted to contact Mrs. 
Stadlmeyer who was charged with violating the regulations of 
Article 272 of the Italian criminal code. ‘This regulation is 
known as the ‘‘rubber clause’’ and concerns ‘‘subversive and 
anti-national propaganda.’’ It has often been invoked against 
South Tyroleans. It is not yet known, however, what concrete 
charges the prosecution has against the chief of the South 
Tyrolean desk in the Tyrolean provincial government. 

Mrs. Stadlmeyer told the Austrian consul general that 
she considers herself absolutely innocent. 


Dr. Loewenthal-Chlumecky, the Austrian ambassador in 
Rome who by order of Austrian Foreign Minister Kreisky had 
protested the arrest, was told by the Italian foreign ministry 
that it was in no position to intervene in the course of pro- 
ceeding. 

In a further demarche, Dr. Loewenthal-Chlumecky called 
the attention of the secretary-general of the Italian foreign of- 
fice again to the seriousness of the situation in the South 
Tyrol. He pointed out that the rejection of an application to 
release Mrs. Stadlmeyer had led to a worsening of the situa- > 
tion. 


Position of the Tyrolean Provincial Government 


A few days later, the Tyrolean Provincial Government 
under the chairmanship of Landeshauptmann Dr. Tschiggfrey 
discussed the Italian arrest of Mrs. Stadlmeyer in special 
session. The government declared: 

*‘The Tyrolean Provincial Government learns with indig- | 
nation that Italy with the arrest of Mrs. Stadlmeyer begins to 
direct police actions, for some time already taken in the 
South Tyrol, also against Austrian citizens. Mrs. Stadlmeyer, 
as an official of the Tyrolean Provincial Government, is > 
charged with working on South Tyrolean matters and for years 
has excelled by special conscientiousness. It would seem 
that Italy is trying by such measures to intimidate all those 
who in implementation of the resolution of the United Nations 
have to prepare the material for the bilateral negotiations be- ' 
tween Italy and Austria or who intercede verbally or in writing | 
for a just solution in the South Tyrol. 

“‘Mrs. Stadlmeyer has 
been a member of the Austrian 
delegations in New York and 
Milan and had been appointed 
as an expert for the talks in 
Klagenfurt; scheduled this 
month. If the Austrian police 
begin to arrest Austrians who 
intercede for the rights of the 
South Tyrol or even merely ex- 
press their sympathy with the 
position of the South Tyrol- Viktoria Felicitas Stadlmeyer 
eans, soon no Austrian will remain secure once he enters 
Italian soil. 

‘‘The Tyrolean Provincial Government thus urgently re- 
quests the Federal Government to protest against this unbe- 
lievable proceeding against an official of the Tyrolean Prov- 
incial Government and to take all necessary steps to bring 
about Mrs. Stadlmeyer’s immediate release and see to it that 
in future such Italian police actions againstAustrian citizens | 
are not repeated.”’ 

GORBACH CONGRATULATES U.S. ON SPACE SUCCESS 

Austrian Federal Chancellor Alphons Gorbach sent the » 
following telegram to U.S. President John F. Kennedy: 

Upon the great success of American science, I transmit ~ 
to you the most heart-felt congratulations in the name of the 
Austrian Federal Government and the Austrian people as well 
as in my own name. May American science have further suc- 
cess in this field.’’ 
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AMERICAN PRESS COMMENT ON RAAB’S RESIGNATION 

On the occasion of the resignation of Austrian Chancellor 
Julius Raab, the Philadelphia News commented: 

With world attention on trouble spots in nearly every sec- 
tor of the globe, it is largely forgotten that tiny Austria was 
once such a place. 

A reminder came recently with the retirement from office 
of Austrian Chancellor Julius Raab, who presided in 1955, 
when at last a peace treaty was concluded and both Allied 
and Soviet troops left that country’s soil. 

In the days of occupation, Austria like West Germany 
gave the world a strong lesson on how to resist the incur- 
sions of Soviet communism. 

Now it is officially neutral, under terms of the treaty. 
But the West has never doubted where Austria’s, and Chan- 
cellor Raab’s, true sympathies lay. He deserves the warm 
thanks of the free world for eight years of able, courageous 
service. 


AUSTRIAN PARLIAMENT VOTES 
COMPENSATION TO NAZI VICTIMS 

The Austrian Parliament recently approved legislation 
to provide compensation to victims of Nazism. 

Two laws were passed. One concerned the establishment 
of a $6,000,000 fund providing payments to political andracia] 
persecutees who were deprived during the Nazi era in Austria 
of bank accounts, securities, cash and mortgages. An eight- 
man board to be nominated by Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
religious bodies will handle distribution of the funds. Pay- 
ments will be to individuals and not to organizations. 

The other action was acceptance of the twelfth amend- 
ment to the Nazi Victims Law which provides double pay- 
ments for each month of incarceration of victims of Nazism. 
Payments also will be made to each Jew forced to wear the 
Star of David for at least six months, persons whose earning 
capacity was reduced 50 percent for a period of three and a 
half years, and to persons who could not complete their edu- 


cation because of persecution of their parents or themselves. 


Victims of Nazism who earned more than 72,000 schill- 


ings annually from 1955 to 1960 were excluded from benefits. 


Parliament members also voted to exclude themselves as well. 


WORLD BANK MEETING IN VIENNA 

Seventy finance ministers, 70 presidents of national 
banks and about 1,100 delegates from member countries of 
the World Bank will participate in the conference of the 
World Bank and the International Currency Fund which takes 
place in Vienna September 18 through 22, 1961. 

Within the framework of the conference, general meetings 
of the International Finance Corporation and the Internal De- 
velopment Corporation will also be held. 

The entire agenda, including the opening session, will 
be localized in the halls of the new Vienna Hofburg. 

A number of events outside the actual meetings have 
been planned for the delegates, including receptions in 
Schoenbrunn and Belvedere Palaces and a special perfor- 
Mance of the Vienna State Opera.

AUSTRIA CONCERNED BY CONTINUED 
EUROPEAN TRADE SPLIT 

The seriousness of the situation facing Austria because 
of the persisting delays in bringing about broad economic in- 
tegration of Western Europe was emphasized in recent pro- 
nouncements by two top-ranking members of the Austrian gov- 
ernment. Seeing no immediate rapprochment between the 
Common Market and the EFTA, Foreign Minister Dr. Bruno 
Kreisky and Minister of Commerce Dr. Fritz Bock outlined 
Austria’s future economic course and its vital relationship 
to the nation’s continued policy of political-military neutral- 
ity. 

Dr. Kreisky opposed any unilateral agreement between 
Austria and the Common Market because the move ‘‘might 
endanger the country’s neutrality.”’ It was the desire of strict 
adherence to neutrality which prompted Austria to remain 
outside of the six-nation grouping in the first place, although 
economic facts might have ruled otherwise, he said. Instead, 
Austria played a leading part in creating the more loosely 
knit EFTA. Although showing keen awareness of possible 
direct economic repercussions caused by the persisting trade 
split, Dr. Kreisky argued that ‘‘an atmosphere of political 
suspicion and uncertainty brought on by any departure from 
the principle of neutrality would be more harmful to the Aus- 
trian economy.’’ The foreign policy chief emphasized that the 
dangers of Austria being outside of the EEC were exagger- 
ated and the advantages of EFTA adherence underestimated. 
‘‘Austria cannot follow the Greek example,’’ he added, noting 
that Great Britain’s discussions on collaboration with the 
EEC were being carried out in the spirit of the EF'TA. 

Austria will be forced to act in order to avoid growing 
discrimination against its exports in the Common Market,’’ 
Dr. Bock contended. But, at present, Austria continued to 
feel certain that a broader European market can be achieved, 
provided Great Britain, France and the United States can get 
together with the determination to obtain such a general solu- 
tion, he said. Once the decision to create one market exists, 
the choice of methods will no longer be too difficult,’’ Dr. 
Bock said. He noted that the removal of trade barriers should 
be in the foreground of the discussions, not the fulfillment of 
political objectives. 


MINERAL SPRINGS DISCOVERED IN BURGENLAND 

Early in April, the lst International Geoscientific Symp- 
osium was held at Eisenstadt, the capital of the province of 
Burgenland, with approximately 50 participating scientists 
from Austria, Germany, Yugoslavia, Hungary, and Italy. 

The symposium was convened on the occasion of 
the discovery in recent times of extensive mineral 
springs, particularly in the vicinity of Neusiedlersee, 
where deposits of sodium sulphate and common salt waters 
with concentrations of up to five times that of the famous 
Karlsbad waters have been found. Furthermore, springs with 
a record content of magnesium sulphate as well as sulphur 
springs have been discovered. 

The area also boasts several types of peat, medicinal 
mud, and chalk deposits as well as soda ponds with salt 
concentrations matched only by extra-European steppe lakes.

AUSTRIAN POSTAL SERVICE PROFITS 
FROM AUTOMATION 

The operating account of the Austrian Postal and Tele- 
graph Service in 1960 for the first time exhibited a net profit 
of 92 million schillings, with expenditure amounting to 3200 
million schillings and receipts to 3300 million schillings ap- 
» proximately. 

Investments for automation and other projects under the 
current investment program totalled another 358 million schil- 
lings. 

The favorable development is above all due to moderni- 
zation and streamlining measures carried out in recent years, 
particularly the conversion to fully automatic operation of the 
telephone network still under way. Accordingly, the surplus 
in the operations account is exclusively due to the increase 
in receipts from the telephone service, which amounted to 
1130 million schillings showing an increase on 1959by 12.5% 
or 126.2 million schillings. It is hoped that seven years from 
now the conversion to fully automatic operation of the entire 
telephone network will be completed. 


““AUSTRIA®* TOBACCO WORKS SCORE NEW SUCCESSES 
Austria Tabakwerke AG (the factories of the Austrian to- 
bacco monopoly)in 1960 manufactured a total of 9,500 million 
cigarettes. The new ‘‘Smart Export’’ brand was a particular 
success, with monthly sales increasing in the course of 14 
months from 14 to 84 million. In the year under review per 
capita consumption increased to 1,341 cigarettes per year.

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AMERICAN HONORED BY AUSTRIA 

On April 24, Dr. Wilfried Platzer, Austrian Ambassador 
to the United States, presented Walker L. Cisler, chairman of 
the board of the Economic Club of Detroit and president of 
the Detroit Edison Company with the Great Medal of Honor 
for services rendered to the Republic of Austria. 

The presentation was made during a meeting of the Econ- 
omic Club of Detroit, which was attended by 500 top level 
representatives of American business, banking and industry. 
* cisler in his capacity as head of the Public Utilities Section, 
Supreme Headquarters, Allied Expeditionary Forces, at the 
end of World War II was instrumental in arranging vital ship- 
ments of coal to Austria and in setting up an electric power 
exchange between Austria and Germany. Later, as chief con- 
sultant on electric power to the ECA he furthered Austria’s 
position in the EEC Electricity Committee and made the re- 
habilitation and expansion of power facilities in Austria pos- 
sible. 

In 1955 he advised Austrian authorities on matters of 
peaceful use of atomic energy. 

Aside from these official acts benefiting Austria, he pri- 
yately served as chairman of the US Committee for the Relief 
of Victims of the Danube flood in 1954 and was responsible 
for the financial contribution of the U.S. to this cause. 

Dr. Platzer also addressed the ECONOMICS CLUB meet- 
ing on ‘‘Current Relations of the Outer Seven with the Com- 
mon Market and the Rest of the World’’. 

In his closing statement the Austrian Ambassador appeal- 
ed to the audience to help forestall a permanent economic 
split in Europe.

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The ‘‘Albertina’’ Collection of Etchings, Prints and 
Drawings in Vienna counts as one of the most remarkable ex- 
amples of Austrian artistic assiduity. With its stock of prints 
alone, numbering over a million pieces, it holds an unrivalled 
position, but there is also its splendid array of drawings. 

The history of the ‘‘Albertina’’ gives an insight into the 
reasons for its abundance. In its present form the institution 
derives from the unification in 1920, of the old ‘‘Albertina’’ 
with the Copperplate Cabinet of the former Imperial library. 
This unique collection was founded by Prince Eugene of 
Savoy, after whose death in 1738 the Copperplate cabinet 
was acquired by Emperor Charles IV. 

The original archducal ‘‘Albertina’’ was itself a highly 
systematic collection of drawings and prints. It was named 
after its founder, Duke Albert of Saxe-Teschen, a son-in-law 
of Empress Maria Theresa, who took advantage of his ap- 
pointment as Austrian Governor in the Netherlands, and other 
frequent journeys, to build up a notable collection. On his 
return to Vienna, Duke Albert took up residence in the large 
palace in the very heart of the Austrian capital where the 
‘‘Albertina’’ is still quartered. 

It is obvious that the “‘Albertina’’ would not have been 
able to maintain its outstanding position, and improve it, if 
it were not for the fact that the subsequent directors had ex- 
ercised great skill in applying the comparatively meager 
funds at their disposal ever since the Institute has been 
under state administration. Only unremitting application and 
unerring collector’s instinct have made it possible to continue 
the task so successfully. 

The Albertina houses the greatest graphic arts collec- 
tion in the world, including more than 600,000 drawings and 
engravings. It is divided into two sections, one for free-hand 
and one for engravings. 

The freehand drawings section includes works from all 
the important European schools. e.g., by such famous Italian 
masters as Raffael, Michelangelo and Leonardo da Vinci, by 
such representatives of the Venetian School as Titian, Tin- 
toretto and Veronese, and masters of all the other Italian 
schools. Among the outstanding rarities is a study by Peru- 
gino, the only proven drawing of the master stillin existence.

SUMMER FESTIVALS IN AUSTRIA 


FAMED ARTISTS AND FIRST PERFORMANCES 
FOR VIENNA FESTIVAL 

“‘The Idea of Freedom in the Drama’’ is the unifying 
theme of the 1961 Vienna Festival Weeks, which for many 
years represent not only the highlight of Austria’s music and 
theatre life, but also offer new productions creating sensa- 
tions the world over. 

From May 27 until June 25 the Danube city will turn into 
a vast auditorium with her 1.6 million inhabitants and tens of 
thousands of foreign visitors as audience. 

Under the administrative leadership of Festival Director 
Dr. Egon Hilbert, who resurrected Vienna’s State Opera from 
rubble and ruins after the second world war, famed artists, 
orchestras and conductors from all over the world have been 
engaged, including the London Symphony, the State Symphony 
Orchestra of Russia, the Orchestre Nationalde la RTF, Paris, 
the Radio Symphony Orchestra and Radio Choir of Cologne, 
the Radio Symphony Orchestra of Berlin, the Suedwestfunk 
Orchestra, Baden-Baden, and — of course — the Vienna Phil- 
harmonic and Vienna Symphony orchestras.

They will be performed in the new Festspielhaus, the 
old Festspielhaus or the Rocky Arena and the Residenz. 

The opening Festival performance will be Mozart’s Idom- 
eneo at the new Festspielhaus. 

The 11 major orchestral concerts will be given by the 
Vienna Philharmonic and the Dresden Staatskapelle. 

There will, in addition, be eight Serenades, four Soloist 
Concerts, six Chamber Music and five Lieder Concerts, Moz- 
art Matinees and a presentation of The Hofmannstahl Jeder- 
mann (Everyman) given on Sundays and on August 15th on the 
steps of the Salzburg Cathedral, will, this year, be directed 
by the son of the original director, Max Reinhardt.

The Salzburg Marionette Theatre, one of the finest pro- 


ductions of its kind in the world and highly engaging adult 
entertainment, has moved into a new theatre. 

Although it is the top choice of festival goers for mati- 
nees and evenings when they are not at the festival, its 
longer season, from May 20th to the end of September brings 
many travelers to Salzburg. , 

The 1961 repertory includes three Mozart pieces, the 
Magic Flute (incomparable and unforgettable as done by the 
marionettes), Seraglio and Eine Kleine Nachtmusik, Fleder- 
maus (the Bat), Concert in Schoenbrunn and the Dying Swan, 
and The Nutcracker Suite. 

In 1961 Salzburg will not only offer a distinguished 
series of Palace concerts, but will provide two major musical 
events in spring. 

The Palace concerts take place daily during July and 
August and from five to nine times monthly during the rest of 
the year. 

PLAY-ON-THE-LAKE: BREGENZ OFFERS 
GREAT PLAYBILL 

The Bregenz Festival — July 21 to August 20 — this 
year features performances of Johann Strauss’ operetta ‘‘Der 
Zigeunerbaron’’ (The Gypsy Baron) and Serge Prokofieff’s 
ballet ‘‘Romeo and Juliet.’’ For both performances which 
will take place on the floating stage on the Bodensee, the 
ballet of the Vienna State Opera and the Vienna Symphony 
Orchestra were engaged. 

The Bregenz Festival program also includes a variety of 
other performances, including Auber’s ‘‘Fra Diavolo,’’ Ferdi- 
nand Raimund’s comic tale ‘‘Der Alpenkoenig und der Men- 
schenfeind’’ (The Alpine King and the Misanthrope), and 
Franz Grillparzer’s ‘“‘Das goldene Vlies’’ (The Golden 
Fleece). In addition, the Vienna Burgtheater will offer the 
world premiere of the tragedy ‘‘Orpheus’’ by the Austrian 
playwright Felix Braun, on July 21.

Vienna Symphony in compositions by Gluck, Mendelssohn, 
Saint-Saens and Tschaikowsky. Mezzo soprano Jean Madeira 
will be the soloist in arias by Gluck and Saint-Saens.

THE PASSION PLAY OF ERL IN TYROL 

The tradition of enacting religious plays as kept up by 
the Tyrolese village of Erl — situated close to the Bavarian 
frontier — forms a branch of Tyrolean popular culture which 
stands almost unequalled in Europe. 

Although the Passion Play proper was not established 
until 1633, following a vow made during the plague, perform- 
ances of religious plays at Erl go back to 1613, as proved by 
documentary evidence. 

In the course of history Erl suffered a series of setbacks. 
Thus, in the War of 1809, the village including the theatre 
was burned down to the ground. The latest heavy blow fell in 
1933 when the Passion Theatre was once more devastated by 
a conflagration. But even the new disaster did not seal the 
fate of the Passion Play, for 25 years later a new theatre was 
erected. 

On June 14, 1959, the ancient Passion Play-of Erl was 
again revived with a success exceeding all expectations. The 
attendance of the 1960 season hit a new record and, judged 
by the brisk demand for tickets, the forthcoming series of 
performances probably will add another page of glory to the 
time-honored tradition of the Passion play of Erl.

RELICS OF ROMAN TIMES UNEARTHED IN AUSTRIA 
Austrian archaeologists working with painstaking per- 


sistence and every modern device are gradually bringing to 
light great settlements, trade fairs, fortifications of the Celto- 
Roman and early Christian world which were buried by the 
chaotic struggles attendant upon The Great Migrations. 

New finds have been made between the market town of 
petronell and the spa Deutsch-Altenburg, 40 miles from 
Vienna, in Duerrnberg near Hallein in Salzburg, outside of 
Linz at Lorch and on the Magdalensberg in Carinthia. 

The work at the Magdalensberg has recently laid bare a 
whole series of storehouses, offices and exhibition booths 
containing well preserved specimens of steel weapons, tools 
and household articles. 

The steel was cast in nearby foundries by the Celtic in- 
habitants of the kingdom which became Roman Noricum and 
and was the chief object of trade among the Greek, Celtic 
and, later, Roman traders who frequented the trade fair there. 

It raises the possibility that this steel may be the finn- 
druine (or white bronze) of the ancient world, an alloy pro- 
duced only by the ancient Celts whose smiths were the most 
skilled in antiquity. The secret of its production was lost in 
the disasters that submerged the Celtic world. Noricum was 
originally a Celtic settlement. 

The bronze and ceramic finds displayed in Salzburg 
are also Celtic. 

The magnificent altar recently unearthed at the site of 
Carnuntum near Vienna, dates from 219, is Roman and is 
believed to have been erected in honor of the Emperor Helio- 
gabal. Carnuntum, which can be visited from Vienna, is 
known as ‘‘The Austrian Pompeii.’’ 

Capitol of ancient Pannonia, it is the best preserved 
Roman city north of the Alps. The excavations throw light 
upon the lives of its heterogeneous, luxury loving inhabitants. 
Marble from their homes has gone into the building of the 
peasant homes of the region and local cattle drink from 
Roman sarcophagi. 


NOTED AMERICAN JUDGE TO CONDUCT IN SALZBURG 

Judge Sidney Goldmann of Trenton, Chief Judge of the 
Appellate Division of the Superior Court, will conduct a 
seminar on law at Salzburg from June 11 to July 8. 

Goldmann will explain the American judicial system to 
65 judges, government officials, lawyers and teachers from 
15 Western European countries. 

The Salzburg Seminar in American Studies, an annual 
affair, is paid for by foundation grants and private contributions. 
VIENNESE OPERA STAR AT THE MET 

Sena Jurinac will make her American debut next fall at 
the New York Metropolitan Opera where she will appear sev- 
eral times between the middle of October and the end of Nov- 
ember. So far, she has been contracted to sing Mimi three 
times and Madame Butterfly three times.

AUSTRIAN HANDICRAFTS ON VIEW IN 
NEW YORK EXHIBITION 

A unique exhibition, showing the high quality of contem- 
porary Western European handicrafts, has opened at the 
Museum of Contemporary Crafts, 29 West 53rd Street, New 
York, on May 26. 

Sponsored by the Governments of Austria, Belgium, France, 
the Federal Republic of Germany, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Spain and Switzerland, the exhibition will show the most ori- 
ginal and significant pieces now being created in countries 
whose craft products are, in many cases, relatively unknown 
to American audiences. 

Only artist-craftsmen who conceive, design, and execute 
unique crafts objects, carrying the process through all steps 
from inception to completion, will be represented. 

The approximately 340 objects on view will fall generally 
into the categories of useful and decorative things for every- 
day use, principally for the home and on the person, they will 
also include ecclesiastical objects. 

The 36items in the Austrian collection include glassware, 
pottery, ceramics, woodworks, woven fabrics and metal works. 


Austrian craftsmen represented in the show are Rotraud 
Brauneis, Wilhelm Brandner, Karl Hagenauer, Gustav and 
Helli Kindermann, J. and L. Lobmeyr, Kurt Ohnsorg, Anna 
Praun, Ingeborg Riedler, Hans Roithner, Alfred Seidl, Heimo 
and Hannes Steinboeck, Max Welz, Leo and Grete Wollner, 
all from Vienna; and Helene Jaeger,Gmunden.

At the State Opera Mozart’s ‘“The Magic Flute’’ topped 
the list with 21 performances, followed by Richard Straus’ 
‘*Rosenkavalier with 15 performances. 

Offenbach’s ‘“‘Tales of Hoffmann’’ with 25 stagings was 
the Volksoper’s top attraction, followed by the ‘“‘Barber of 
Seville.”
